All these things Lent means, but not ends them- 
selves. They are all designed bring closer God, 
keep His ways, bring nearer its happy con- 
summation the union with the Infinite Being which the 
one supreme object our life. 

These truths cannot thus abstractly stated our 
children. But they can imparted, none the less. The 
main thing that the teacher intimately, vitally con- 
vinced their existence and their application every 
duty the day and every day life. And once that 
conviction the teacher’s possession, will bid fair 
part the child’s unformulated but very real rule 
life. 

Our children will pass Lent profitably if.they come lit- 
tle little grow the love God. For must not 
forgotten that the Catholic conception penance and 
mortification founded that great, all-consuming love 
which urges the devout soul burn away all that may 


hindrance closer union with God and which 


points the way imitation Our Savior’s sufferings 
through great love Him. 

This commonplace Catholic teaching, but prac- 
tice may easily ignored. Besides, commonplaces 
you and are not necessarily the little ones who 
are prone, reason their immaturity and inexperience, 
think mortification something practiced for 
its own sake for the novelty attaching it. 

the novelty error that leads some them—and 
often the most devout—to undertake forms penance 
that are eccentric, spectacular even injurious the 
health. The prudent teacher—and prudence thoroughly 
compatible with zeal—will insist that often the greatest 
practical mortification may secured connection with 
little things and with ‘things connected with daily duties. 
Henry the habit being tardy? Let part his 
Lenten penance take the form being more regular 
his attendance school. Gertrude prone untidi- 
ness? Let her “spruce up” mild but effective form 
Lenten offering. Thomas slipshod and unmethodical 
the preparation his lessons? The best kind morti- 
fication for him rigid application his tasks. 

And, ever and always, the children must led bear 
mind that the ultimate end all become nearer 
and dearer unto God.

newed delight the long list poets, novelists, drama- 
tists and essayists who were once great and delicate and 
works their best constitute the real aristocracy 
letters. 


THAT “AFFIRMATIVE” EDUCATION. Our Cath- 
olic teachers are naturally interested the experiment 
made the “modern” school soon opened con- 
nection with the Teachers’ College Columbia University. 
The scheme fathered Dr. Abraham Flexner, secre- 
tary the General Education Board, who part out- 
lines his plan follows: 

“The curriculum will include nothing for which af- 
firmative case can not now made out. shall drop the 
study formal grammar, for such evidence possess 
points the futility formal grammar aid cor- 
rect speaking and writing. 

“The modern school will not through the form 
teaching children useless historic facts just because previ- 
ous generations children have learned and forgotten 
them. Nor will teach obsolete and uncongenial classics 
simply because tradition has made this sort acquaint- 
ance kind good form. 

“Latin and Greek will left out—not because their lit- 
eratures are less wonderful than they are reputed be, 
but because their present position the curriculum rests 
upon tradition and assumption Nothing more wasteful 
time, or, the long run, more damaging good taste 
than unwilling spasmodic attention what history 
tradition stamps meritorious respectable literature; 
nothing more futile than the makebelieve which chil- 
dren are forced worship ‘classics’ ‘standards’ what 
their hearts they revolt from because ill-chosen 
ill-adjusted. 

realistic treatment literature will take hold the 
child’s normal interests romance, adventure, fact, what 
not, and endeavor develop them into effective habits 
reading. Methods will not calculated ‘train the mind’ 
make make-believe literary scholars. 

“Mathematics will taught such form, such 
amounts, and such times other subjects require. Per- 
haps nowhere else, under present systems, waste 
through failure great this subject. When cer- 
tain degree success attained often quite unintelli- 
gent; children mechanically carry out certain operations 
algebra, guided arbitrary signs and models; they 
learn memoriter series geometric propositions. The 
hollowness both performances—and most children fail 
perform much—is evident when mechanical prob- 
lem takes slightly unfamiliar turn. The child’s helpless- 
ness shows striking lack mathematical knowledge and 
‘mental discipline.’ 

There can doubt but that our Catholic schools and 
our representative educators will regard this radical de- 
parture from accepted—if not always acceptable—proced- 
ure with suspicion and even with disapprobation. The 
whole thing savors too much “reformation” con- 
sonant with the Catholic spirit and the Catholic 
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sems, whole, the result narrow and none 
too intensive thinking the part man with whom 
practicality obsession. Practicality and exclusive and 
dwarfing interest alleged practical problems can never 
take the place culture, Rabbi Stephen Wise has 
sagely remarked, and the experiment would ludicrous 
but for the unfortunate fact that considerable number 
children will necessarily stunted and deformed the 
process experimentation. 

the other hand, must remember that things are 
not all perfect nearly perfect current educational 
methods, and that the claims the practical, even though 
overstated, are still indisputable claims. well that 
teachers, both the parochial and the secondary schools, 
should now and then ask themselves the query 
loved our practical friends, the good teaching 
this subject and teaching this traditional way?” Cer- 
tainly, teach solely because “it has always been 
done,” there something the matter with us. The real 
teacher respects the past; fact, respects much 
that refuses take its face value. goes back 
the root things and finds out why there are educa- 
tional traditions. Even the tradition longest entrenched 
was not always tradition; there were reasons why be- 
came tradition; and the teacher who has the best inter- 
ests his school heart will seek and probe until dis- 
covers those reasons. Should find that they concerned 
themselves with passing conditions other times and 
climes, justified regarding their present worth as, 
least, unproven; but, more frequently the case, 
should find them linked problems and conditions that 
concern unchanging human nature and the eternal laws 
the mind and its development, will recognize them 
the deepest and truest sense practical.

The 
presentation play like “The Boy Martyr the 
Blessed Sacrament” will not only satisfactory from the 
viewpoint technical drama but will addition possess 
the subtle and uplifting charm work art which 
enshrines Catholic doctrine, ideals, history and tradition. 


WHAT SCHOOL READERS OUGHT BE. Cath- 
olic schools demand special traits the books used 
them, and this applies with especial force reading texts 
the grades. What are some the marks that readers 
intended for Catholic schools should possess? 

They should mechanically near perfection pos- 
sible. Clear, good sized print, liberal margins and spacing, 
superior proof-reading, artistic illustrations, durable and 
pleasing bindings are much demand for the use 
our children for the pupils the public schools. The 
best mechanically none good. 

They should Catholic tone and spirit. This does 
not mean that every selection them should from 
Catholic pen should deal with Catholic subject, but 
that nothing should into them that not worth while 
the light Catholic ideals. 

They should literary. Too often selections Cath- 
olic readers have been sadly deficient literary quality 
and have been thrust into the books solely account 
their pious tone their doctrinal accuracy. Catholic 
reader neither catechism nor hymnbook.

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Groping and somewhat nerv- 
ous and vaguely ill ease, you 
plunge into the darkness and 
stumble into seat. Even while 
settling yourself for your hour’s 
stay, you become absorbed 
something that cuts the gloomy 
prospect into 
field dazzling white light. 
Then across the whiteness 
scene flashes; trees wave and 
clouds roll above their tops and 
little frolic and band 
soldiers march with wav- 
ing flags and glancing bayonets. 
moment more and that mys- 
terious parallelogram light 
becomes cottage kitchen 
where old mother waits for 
her wandering boy; bank- 
er’s private office, with two burglars cracking the safe; 
the deck the battle-scarred Serapis the War 1812; 
Carthage the days Hannibal; the Garden 
Eden, the Garden Allah, Mount Vernon Mount 
Moriah. Past, present, future; Europe, Mexico, Cape 
Town; earth, sea, sky—all may come before you 
now. You are the movies. 

Should you either indecently curious decently 
philosophic—and the distinction sometimes difficult 
matter—the operator will probably let you into his secret. 
And you will see that really very simple, after all. 
long, narrow, transparent ribbon ever feeding into 
the reproducing machine. That ribbon series tiny 
photographs, taken quick succession and then presented 
the screen the same quick succession—thus you have 
the “moving” impression. And down there the inky 
blackness the auditorium are some five hundred men, 
women and children who have paid money see those 
pictures reproduced. The operator can take them wher- 
ever wishes, can make them shout laugh cry, 
just letting such and such film tiny photographs 
trickle between his lenses and his lights. And perhaps 
many the delighted spectators little realize that each 
them equipped with moving-picture machine infinitely 
varied and delicate and resourceful, machine that 
reproduces colors and tones voice and dim-remembered 
music, that creates the instant scenes elaborate that 
before them the most ingenious producer film plays 
must confess himself outdone. 

mental moving-picture machine—such the imag- 
ination. Sometimes working conjunction with the pic- 
ture gallery memory, sometimes depending its own 
vast resources, ever ready for active service and grows 
more adept and efficient with use. not only reproduces; 
constructs and creates. Its operator, the will, stands— 
ought stand—ever its side and guides the films 
into place—the films crudely manufactured the labora- 
tory the five senses and the play this wonderful 
machine made into glowing pictures life 
And should the operator desert his dinner, 
the machine will still keep going, always throwing pic- 
tures the screen consciousness. Some them 
such cases will considerably out focus; but pictures 
one sort another will always appear. 

And now, fellow teachers, let ponder these facts. 
Let dwell upon their associations and_ implications. 
Let grasp something their meaning and their signifi- 
cance Let think somewhat upon our duties and our 
responsibilities and our ideals connection with the 
mental moving-picture machine. What does all mean? 

means, for one thing, that every one the children 
who will sit facing class tomorrow morning has 
fully-equipped and incredibly active cinematograph 
portion his God-given human heritage. means that

not utilize that machine our teaching will 
occupy itself with something else. means that many 
the operators are unskilled workmen, prone loaf 
the job, and that then many the pictures will dis- 
torted and ugly and that some the films manufactured 
the senses, which should have been destroyed before 
leaving the laboratory, will flashed the screen. 

means that the teacher duly authorized board 
censorship and building inspector and, when necessary, 
fire department, who must look carefully the quality 
the films and the manner which they are pro- 
duced, who must see that the moving-picture machine 
good working order and that the operator heeds his 
business, who must guard against fire and panic and falling 
roofs. means that, since this wonderful machine, the 
imagination, once indispensable, valuable and 
potentially dangerous device, the teacher must know how 
works and how make the most its advantages and 
how minimize the dangers attaching its use. 

the blackboard and make some rapid markings 
with bit chalk, give brief verbal explanation, the 
while engaging some spontaneous gestures; and that 
all Yes, absolutely all. have supplied the raw 
material for the laboratories hearing and vision. And 
presently the newly made films are projecting themselves 
the consciousness the children, and each boy the 
class enjoying the home-made movies—he seeing the 
tempest stilled the Sea Galilee Sir Launcelot rid- 
ing the palace the Holy Grail the United States 
growing westward the earth rotating around the sun. 
And that how the imagination works. 

Each boy sees picture; but the pictures, numerous 
ways, differ each from each. raw material has turned 
out better some the laboratories than others. 
several instances the pictures are blurred, for the lenses 
need adjustment; others they are faint, because some- 
thing has gone wrong with the lights. Perhaps, even, one 
two the pictures are vastly different from what 
wanted them either because the operator not at- 
tentative because raw material was little too raw. 
And so, wise the ways the teacher, shall 
strive put material such shape that the labora- 
tories the senses can really make something out it, 
and comments and suggestions and questions 
shall strive have the operators adjust the lenses and 
regulate the lights. And shall likewise best 
have irrelevant and distracting objects obtrude them- 
selves between the camera and the screen. 

the laboratories the senses well the cinema 
theater the imagination, there great danger fire. 
choice the raw material. And here must discriminate. 
The human wills children—the 
largely inexperienced and unskilled; they are easily panic- 
stricken. will never have them lose control. 
must remember that raw materials thoroughly acceptable 
old established laboratories and theaters like own 
would most undesirable the case untried labora- 
tories and newly constructed theaters where experience 
has not fortified the employees. 

But get the very best results, must pay special at- 
tention the wills, the operators. They must taught 
their duty. They must impressed with the fact that all 
sorts films will not do. They must learn how exer- 
cise rigid selective principle their choice films; and 
the interests economy and safety they must manage 
keep sharp eye the laboratory output, and they 
find that the senses are turning out inferior quality 
films, they must step and rectify matters. And they 
must learn eventually how get the right sort raw 
material for themselves—from nature and from books and 
from pictures and from reflection the ways God and 
man—and then keep the laboratories busy with what 
worth while that there will time for dealing with 
what unworthy. That what moralists mean when 
they tell that the essential aim the cultivation the 
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imagination keep ever subject the will. 

Perhaps, work suggestion and direction 
should done, operators will come realize 
that some the very best material for the mental movies 
furnished religion. They will find any number 
scenario subjects the stained-glass windows the 
parish church, the stations the cross, the paintings and 
the statues, the ceremonies the Mass and the 
organ tones. They will get many illuminating ideas from 
Church history and bible history and from the lives the 
saints, and from the words and works our Blessed 
Savior. random glance.at the Gospel narratives makes 
very clear that Our Divine Model most insistently made 
the crowds that hung upon His words utilize the ‘full 
the powers their imaginations. 

the teaching every subject the school curriculum, 
mental movies come into play. Yes, even mathematics. 
string abstract formulae the blackboard yonder 
will have significance and vitality proportion the 
children learn accept raw material for their cinema 
theaters and out construct imaginary qualities, prop- 
erties and relations. When the instructor mathematics 
urged make his teaching practical really told 
present his matter such way that the children may 
find acceptable for their mental movies. 

Take away the moving pictures the mind from his- 
tory, and the subject—which ought one the richest 
and most suggestive the curriculum—becomes dreary 
stretch meaningless names and facts and 
what earthly use know that Columbus dis- 
covered America 1492 unless, means mental 
cinematograph, can see him doing it—be his side 
the Azores sink out sight the ocean mists, days 
after days pass wearily the isolation the vasty 
deep, conspirators grumble and stout hearts quail and 
faith alone shines and comforts the commander’s heavy 
heart, the cry “land” rings from ship ship, the 
crews tumble joyously into the boats and the cross 
lifted San Salvador? 

Without the mental. movies, where would science be? 
The little boy sitting the fire watching his mother’s tea 
kettle was different from hundreds other litle boys 
just one respect—he took the bobbing cover raw ma- 
terial for his mental movies and threw steam engine 
the screen. Long before the Clermont actually plowed 
her lumbering way the waters the Hudson, Robert 


Fulton saw her trial trip his own personal 


picture theater. And Sir Robert Boyle and Elias Howe 
and Marconi and Edison and all the rest—including the 
man, whoever was, who invented moving pictures— 
achieved their triumphs first and foremost each the 
cinema his mind. That how science has been made; 
how otherwise can rightly learned? 

And, rightly studied, literature becomes very special 
way the legitimate scenario hunting-ground. “It can help 
writes one who knew, “to leave the age which 
were born, and pass into other ages, and find ourselves 
not exiled from their air. can teach how escape 
from our experience, and realize the experience 
those who are greater than are..... you think 
the imagination that enables live these count- 
less human lives? Yes; the imagination.” Once 
our pupils come, however inadequately, realize that 
the actual, mechanical moving pictures seen the 
five-and-ten-cent theaters are incredibly poor and cheap 
and tawdry comparison with the personal moving pic- 
tures that alert mind can evoke contact with one 
the world’s great books, they shall have reaped the 
richest fruits literary study. 

Christian Doctrine—the subject subjects the Cath- 
olic school— without imagination becomes thing 
vagueness, remoteness, aridity and The 
Church, ever wise with the wisdom that from above, 
makes plenteous appeal the imagination her sacra- 
mental rites and her pictorial presentation the eternal 
truths. May ours some share her wisdom.

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GERTRUDE, THE SWEET GIRL GRADUATE.

Tonitown, one the larger, more aggressive, more 
pretentious cities Illitucko, which the way, may 
any one our flourishing, youthful, middle Western 
states, makes pretentions education.

The third strike not necessarily “out” some 
games, has been observed. Three times the literacy test 
for immigrants was approved Congress only suc- 
cumb Presidential veto. But fourth opportunity 
given; Congress overrides the veto, and there “home 
run” instead “strike-out.”

This bill, the first passed 
over President Wilson’s veto, was carried vote

observes Washington correspondent the New York 
Times, has Congress victoriously “ended fight for the 
restriction immigration the literacy test which be- 
gan 1897, when President Cleveland vetoed the measure. 
President Taft also vetoed the provision, and President 
Wilson has done twice.” admitted under the 
new law, says The Times editorially: 

“Aliens over sixteen must read any language dialect 
designated the immigrant ‘not less than thirty more 
than forty words ordinary use’; and aliens who ac- 
count race religious persecution have had op- 
portunity get education exempt from the test. 
Any admitted admissible alien, citizen the United 
States, ‘may bring send for his father grandfather 
over years, his wife, his mother, his grandmother, 
his unmarried widowed daughter, otherwise admis- 
sible, whether such relative can read not; and such 
relative permitted enter.’ 

“The literacy test apart, Bill contains 
elaborate and detailed provisions exclusion, most 
which are commended. idiots, imbeciles, feeble- 
minded persons, epileptics, insane persons,’ aod on, 
paupers, defectives, criminals, the tuberculous, anarchists, 
these and other exclusions for physical moral reasons 
and the welfare the State, will, faithfully administered, 
national protection.”

Drills for Speed 

When the pupils left grade they were expected 
know their multiplication tables perfectly, with never 
slip nor moment’s hesitation. Consequently be- 
hooved vary the work that they would have 
the most drill with the least monotony. The following 
are some the drills that were most popular with the 
children:

Most popular all the drills was our multiplica- 
tion tournament. For week gave over few min- 
utes every day for drill the board, the tables 
being written like this with places left for the 
answers.

smaller classes four pupils each, who were about 
evenly matched. Every day for month held races, 
toward the end the time varying the exercises

tables.” the end the month the pu- 
pils who had had most first places were matched 
against each other and the winner was called 
champion the class. venture say that 
those children know their tables for good and 
all.

BUILDING BIRD HOUSES 


Royal Farnum 


general there are three types bird buildings: the 
nest shelter, the food shelter and the nest house. The 
nest shelter open one more sides and merely 
affords protection from the prevailing wind and rain. 
The food shelter roofed structure, open the sides, 
with floor space for crumbs, seeds and other food. The 
nest house the small building which the birds rear 
their young. This house may constructed with floors 
and partitions accommodate number families, 
may smaller for single family. The following re- 
quirements are essential: 

Ventilation thru holes near the top and above the 
entranee opening. 

Ready access for cleaning—thru the side, bottom 
top. The working drawing shows how the bottom 
may hinged swing down, thus allowing thoro 
cleaning the interior made. 

Proper protection from rain. The front should 
face away from the prevailing winds. 

Entrance openings nearer the roof than the floor, 
otherwise the bird would have difficulty constructing 
the best material for houses. Earthenware 
and metal are apt become overheated unless well pro- 
tected from the rays the sun. Some boys have suc- 
cessfully used concrete. 


wooden houses nails and screws should set 
deeply and covered with putty. 


Coats paint add the appearance and durability 
houses. trees, green, brown gray houses will 
tone with the foliage. Experiments have been made 
with dull-colored and bright-colored houses, and was 
found these tests that the color made difference 
the birds. this fact generally true, excellent oppor- 
tunity offered for decorative effects bright colors. 
such red roofs, white sides, orange stripes, etc. 

Entrance openings vary with the size the birds. 
Usually they are made too large. The following sizes 
have been found successful and are taken from Farmers’ 
Bulletin 609, United States Department Agriculture, 
“Bird Houses and How Build Them”: 

Housefinch, crested fly catcher, red-headed wood- 
inches. 

Bluebird, tree swallow, hairy inches. 

Tufted titmouse, white-breasted nuthatch, downy 
inches. 

Chickadee, Carolina inches. 

House wren—¥% inch. 

Robin, barn swallow, Phoebe—one more sides open. 

Wood for constructing houses should not too thin. 
One-fourth inch stock apt warp; therefore wood 
three-eighths inch even thicker should used.

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When the houses have pointed roofs, strip thin 
brass, copper painted tin should nailed the top, 
covering the joint that rain cannot work thru. 

Before locating the house and also before making the 
entrance hole, the kinds birds which frequent the 
premises should noted. Then their haunts and social 
characteristics should discovered. careful record 
these things should kept bird book. Finally, 
the house houses should stationed places re- 
corded the book. After this close watch should 
kept and such events the first bird perch the 
house, the first entrance, the kinds materials carried 
into it, etc., should carefully noted.

SELECTING AND TESTING SEED CORN 

The teacher who wishes secure and hold the inter- 
est the community her work can scarcely, afford 
neglect subject such common interest seed 
testing.

Experiment has proven that carefully selected 
seed corn properly tested and graded will give yield 
from per cent greater than that obtained 
haphazard selection. This would amount over $300 
from 100 acres corn. would require test about 
1,500 ears for 100 acres planting. For each ear planted 
the farmer receives about cents extra profit. 
should not require more than five minutes per ear for 
testing. this rate makes over $20 per day for 
the time spends testing his seed corn.

BIRD STUDY FOR MARCH 


THE PURPLE MARTIN 
William Dutcher Audubon Leaflet 


The Purple Martin and its Pacific Coast relative, 
Progne subis hesperia, are too well known need de- 
tailed description. The adult male lustrous blue- 
black, the wings and tail being slightly duller. The adult 
female and the young both sexes are grayish brown,

glossed with steel-blue upper parts, while beneath they 
are dark gray, shading into whitish the belly. The 
size the Martin about seven and one-half inches 
length, but the great spread wings, from fifteen six- 
teen inches, makes the bird look very much largerr than 
really is. 

During summer the Martin bird very wide distri- 
bution temperate North America; autumn mi- 
grates the tropics, where spends the winter. There 
are eight species this genus the Swallow family, all 
them being confined America. Before the white 
man discovered and settled the western world, genera- 
tions Martins had made their annual journeys from 
their tropical winter homes the temperate parts 
both continents. Their nesting sites were then hollow 
trees caves. While forests and rocky retreats have 
not been entirely abandoned the Martins, yet many 
them now breed homes provided for them man. 
The red man, true lover nature, invited the cheerful 
Martins remain about his tepee erecting pole 
which hung hollow gourd for nesting The 
white successor the aborigine has adopted his red 
brother’s bird friend, often providing far more elabo- 
rate home for its use. 

there anything the bird world that represents 
home life and community interests well colony 
Martins? Contentment, happiness, prosperity are here, 
and the cheerful, social twitter the Martins and their 
industrious habits are continual sermon from the air 
their brothers the earth. The only note discord 
one these happy colony houses from the pugna- 
cious English Sparrow, who covets the comfortable 


homes the Martins and tries evict the rightful own- 
ers and substitute his harsh, disagreeable chatter for their 
pleasant voices. 

The value the Martin the human race very 
great. The birds are pre-eminently aerial that their 
food necessarily consists flying insects. Among these 
may some the dreaded Stegomyia. well- 
established fact that this and other species mosquito 
convey both malarial and yellow fever. Every mosquito, 
therefore, that destroyed Martin, or, fact, 
any bird, lessens much the chance the spread 
fever plagues. Human lives are sacrificed every year; 
immense sums money are expended for investigation 
and prevention yellow fever, yet some localities 
where this scourge found the Martin not understood 
and appreciated should be. one human life 
saved each year thru the destruction fever-breeding 
mosquitoes the Martins, other birds, suffi- 
cient reason why the lives these valuable birds should 
sacred. 

The Martin also known feed other injurious 
insects. Dr. Packard found one the compartments 
Martin box “literally packed with the dried remains 
little yellow and black squash beetle”; and the same 
authority states that “ten Nebraska specimens, examined 
Professor Aughey, had eaten 265 locusts and 161 other 
insects.” 

portions the northern range the Martin 
undoubtedly decreasing numbers, and the houses which 
they once animated their welcome presence are now 
deserted occupied the omnipresent English 
Sparrow. 

While their absence may, some instances, ac- 
counted for the persecutions this introduced feath- 
ered pest, and also mortality among the young birds, 
occasioned cold weather prolonged storms during 
the nesting season, now seems that their disappear- 
ance small measure due their destruction 
former years the South during their migration. 

“Martins are accustomed gather large flocks dur- 
ing the latter part summer for the purpose roosting 
some favored grove. they journey southward, ap- 
parently, these flocks increase size, and the writer has 
several occasions watched the birds coming their 
roosts the evening astonishing numbers, estimated 
100,000. They seem prefer grove near human 
habitation for their nightly rendezvous, They create 
little comment the neighborhood because their num- 
bers, and their continuous chatter and fluttering, par- 
ticularly during the early part the night. There 
usually little prejudice against them, but not infrequently 
the people the neighborhood make excuse that the 
birds are nuisance and proceed shoot into the flocks 
when they come roost. 

“At Wrightsville Beach, North Carolina, great num- 
ber these migrating birds gathered the summer 
1905 and chose their nightly roosting place the grove 
summer hotel. The proprietor, wishing rid him- 
self them, invited number his neighbors, who, 
lying wait for the birds, fired into the trees and con- 
tinued shoot until the ground was literally covered 
with the dead and dying birds, and for days after 
wounded Martins could found fluttering about the 
neighboring lawns and roadsides, Estimates the num- 
ber birds killed vary from 8,000 15,000. Upon hear- 
ing this tragic violation the law, the North Caro- 
lina Audubon Society sent warden prosecute the of- 
fending parties, twelve whom were convicted and fined 
the local court. The warden, prevent any further 
slaughter, arranged number tar barrels the wind- 
ward the grove, and fired them the evening, thus 
creating dense smoke, which, drifting over the grove, 
drove the birds away; and they were not seen again. 
citizen the place said had been very noticeable that 
since the appearance Martins there had been less mos- 
‘quitoes than for many years and thought 
that the community would never again allow these valu- 
able birds slaughtered that locality.”

Grace Diocese, in Newfoundland, but a 
few years later returned to New York 
assist the Sullivan street mission 
work. was called Italy the 
his parents, and while there 
was made Bishop Lacedogua, and 
1892 Archbishop of Acrenza and Ma- 
reta. In 1899 he returned to the United 
States and in 1902 was made Apostolic 
Delegate as a reward for settling the 
dispute between the Church authorities 
and the Canadian Government over the 
Manitoba school question.

Doubt the wisdom closing 
schools epidemics contagious 
disease expressed Dr. Francis 
George Curtis, Newton, Mass., 
Health bulletin the 
“Health School Children,” recently 
issued the Education. 
says: “If the schools are closed 
when outbreak occurs, the chil- 
dren are turned loose from supervi- 
sion; they mingle freely with one 
another the streets, 
grounds, and each other‘s houses. 
They are having extra vacation 
and’ enjoying themselves thoroughly 
and are unwilling admit that they 
feel ill, lest they kept home and 
prevented from having good time. 
For this reason they will not say they 
feel ill until the disease well ad- 
vanced, and they may active 
sources infection for some time be- 
fore discovered that they are ill. 

“If the schools are kept open and 
the children continue the class- 
rooms usual, they are under strict 
observation and examined daily the 
school physician, suspicious and in- 
fected cases being sent home for ob- 
servation treatment. 

“In this way many children are 
sent home before they have had 
opportunity infect others, thus re- 
ducing the probability spreading 
infection. Further than this, the at- 
tention the parents called the 
fact that the child feeling ill and 
brought under treatment earlier. 

“It seems, therefore, that keeping 
the schools open offers 
chance safety for the pupils, both 
collectively and individually. 

“Instead closing the schools and 
allowing the children 
tered and removed from supervision, 
schools should kept open usual 
and the children urged attend.
